Statement Relating to State Aid for Highways in Town of Warner. 
Under Chapter 29 of the Laws of 1899, towns are required to 
raise one-fourth of one per cent. of their valuation for mainte- 
nance of roads, provided, however, that no town is required to 
raise an amount exceeding $50 per mile of road. The valuation 
of the towns for 1906 and the actual mileage of roads in each 
town cannot be definitely stated at this date, hence the amounts 
opposite ‘A’ and “C”’ below are approximate only. 
Subject to the above statement, the following amounts re- 
late to the above-named town:

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF HEALTH 


The work of the board of health is at once interesting and 
important, as it deals with those matters which pertain to the 
general health of communities and consequently to the prosper- 
ity and happiness of the home. To establish good sanitary con- 
ditions and maintain them in a community is a matter in which 
every dweller thereof enacts a part. Wherever animal and veg- 
etable life exist there is growth and decay. Growth under fay- 
orable conditions is healthy, but under unfavorable conditions it 
becomes dwarfed and diseased. It is, then, to bad sanitary con- 
ditions that we should here give our attention. Air confined in 
rooms and breathed over by people, loses its vitalizing proper- 
ties, hence care should be taken by all persons while dwelling 
indoors to see that means of ventilation is such that the air can 
constantly be renewed. The wastes, known as sewage) about 
every home, in their fresh condition may be harmless, but in the 
process of decay and putrefaction they become elements of dan- 
ger, hence the matter of drainage becomes exceedingly impor- 
tant. The disposal of sewage becomes easy to those enjoying 
well-planned and sanitarily-constructed sewer privileges, but 
those who do not have such privileges, or having them, disre- 
gard them, are warned against the dangers connected with the 
neglected cesspoo], vault, pigpen, and haphazard scattering o f 
wastes. 

Water is an element upon which all life is dependent, and 
for drinking and culinary purposes for man or beast the best 
reasonably obtainable is to be preferred. The chemical labora- 
tory has been resorted to, to determine whether certain reme- 
dies commonly used Gontain harmful or poisonous ingredients. 
Finding such ingredients, a cry goes up for legislation to compel 
the manufacturer thereof to place the word ‘‘poison’’ in large 
letters on the label of the package; yet in the matter of water 
the chemist’s finding of haimful ingredients—foul cdors, lead, 
disease germs and conditions that debilitate, if they do not kill 


; 
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outright, are many times disregarded. The word ‘poison’? 
should in like manner be placed on the pump, faucet, cistern or 
other receptacle where such water is found that the unsuspect- 
ing may be warned. 

Early in spring an unusual epidemic of measles began, con- 
tinuing into summer. There have been three cases of typhoid 
fever, one of which proved fatal, The disease in one of these 
cases at least was contracted out of town. There has also been 
one case of scarlet fever, probably contracted out of town, By 
proper precautions the disease did not appear beyond the origi- 
nal case. 

Spitting on sidewalks, on floors of cars, halls and of other 
public places is prohibited by law of the state with a penalty at- 
’ tached, and more attention should be paid to this practice of in- 
decency. Every one, by giving a little thought to the matter of 
sanitation, will possibly discover some bad condition about his 
own premises that ought to be corrected and if all will do this, 
the general conditions will become much improved. The idea 
that it concerns one’s self alone, what conditions one is willing 
his family and himself should live in, is wrong, for no one lives 
entirely to himself in a community.

REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BOARD. 


The work of the town schools for the past year has been 
gratifying. Thirty weeks of school have again been maintained 
with the exception of one or two schools. The work of consoli- 
dation, inaugurated by the board last year, has been continued, 
and from fifteen schools, shown in last year’s report, the number 
has been reduced to twelve. This fact makes possible the se- 
curing of better teachers, a healthier competition and interest 
among the pupils, and a greater benefit from the money expend- 
ed. Where schools are small, and there are but one or two ina 
class, a pupil loses his interest, and school work becomes mon- 
otonous and tiresome. 

The closing of the Sutton Highlands school, by the school 
board of that town, has necessitated the conveying of the An- 
drew children to the village schools, the children on Tory hill 
being carried by the same conveyance. This is by far the long- 
est distance that any children in town are carried. 

The village sehoolhouse was newly papered and painted in- 
side last spring, and, with the furnace heat and sanitary im- 
provements, is now comfortable and attractive. The Collins 
schoolhouse was newly shingled in the fall. Repairs, including 
new seats, are badly needed at Waterloo, and are contemplated 
by the board the coming spring. The conditions at Davisville 
are bad and inadequate. The schoolhouse is far too small for 
the attendance there, and a new building, or at least a generous 
addition to the present one, is badly needed. 

The report of Mr. Lawrence E. Davis, truant officer, made 
in September, showed an attendance of 184 pupils in the town 
schools, 101 of whom are boys, and 83 girls. This is exclusive of 
the high schoo] and pupils from other towns.

Besides the good work of the students in the class room, 
they gained renown for themselves and popularity for the school 
in the athletic field, having won a just claim to the championship 
of the high schools of the state at baseball. Success in this 
sport does not depend on muscle alone, but trained muscle and 
mind together win the game. 

The junior recital, a feature inaugurated by Prof. Libbey, — 
has grown in interest with the school and the community. The 
fifth exhibition of this work was held at the close of the winter 
term, and was participated in by nine juniors, as follows: Ever- 
ett Melvin Bagley, Helen Miriam Osgood, Ralph Eugene Colby, 
Lucy Almira Sawyer, Louise Foster Ingalls, Florence Eva Max- 
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field, Stanley Carter Stratton, Ethel] Beatrice Walker and Ken- 
neth Burns Gienty, all of whom in their well adapted selections 
gained for themselves well-deserved praise, reflected honor up- 
on their instructors and afforded their large audience delightful 
entertainment. The other public entertainments held by the 
school have been of a high order and greatly appreciated by 
large audiences. The lyceum has been successfully carried on 
and in many ways shows improvement. 

Good teachers, pupils of good ability, a good equipment with 
pleasing, healthful surroundings are requisite to a good school; 
all of these we now have. Much also depends upon the interest 
and support shown by the public. As Warner has shown a spir- 
it of progress in relation to her schools and in other public mat- 
ters as well, we do not hesitate to predict that she willin future 
give to her schools wise and generous support, realizing that 
trained, educated minds are needed in all the affairs of life. 

We sometimes have to give up teachers we would be glad to 
retain, but the field of education is broad, good teachers are am- ~ 
' bitious for promotion to broader fields and larger opportunities, 
and cities offer inducements that rural communities cannot af- 
ford. When these conditions occur and cannot be averted we 
should summon the noblest qualities of our minds and be sadly 
happy over the good fortune of a loved teacher and friend. 

The resignation of Prof. F. S. Libbey as principal of Simonds 
Free High School, to take effect at the close of the present 
school year next June, has been made public, and itis a matter 
of deep regret to the students and officers of the school, also to 
the residents of this and surrounding towns. A peculiar re- 
sponsibility rests upon the prudential committee and let us hope 
that exercising their best judgment in the matter they will suc- 
cessfully meet it.

REPORT OF LIBRARIAN FOR YEAR ENDING FEB. 9, 1906. 
To the Trustees of the Pillsbury Free Library: 

It is a pleasure once more to place on record the prosperity 
of the Library. The following statistics show the present con- 
dition. 

Number of cards issued, 488; number of books given out, 
7,506; number of magazines, 857; number of books used for 
reference, 371. 

Accessions by purchase, 158; by binding, 37; by gift from 
individuals, 54; public documents, 10; pamphlets given, 24. 

Amount received from fines and transients, $9.56. Visitors 
during the year, 396. Books repaired by the Jibrarian, 238. 

The accession catalogue shows 9,226 volumes. There are 
but thirteen public libraries in the state which outrank the Pills- 
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bury Free Library in number of books—a fact of which many of 
our citizens are justly proud.

up-to-date religious books by some of the most profound think- 
ers of the.day, and the best biography, history and trave! °~” 
able. 

During the last year or two many volumes of great interest 
have been published relating to the Civilwar. As many ofthem 
as could reasonably be expected have been added to the library,

and have found appreciative readers in all sections of the town. 

As Principal Libbey has again required his students to read 
certain books during the year, more duplicate copies have been 
bought for their use. 

Year by year the circulation of the more substantial books 
has been on the increase, as the figures show. Some readers 
care only for travel and adventure; others history and biog- 
raphy; for a limited number, the able religious books and those 
treating of the ethical and social questions of the day have a 
great attraction. After fiction, biography and history lead. In 
these two important departments there are about 1100 volumes 
of biography and 800 of history on the shelves. 

Among the gifts of the last year are the set of Ebers’s 
‘‘Egypt”’ in thirty-one parts, folio, profusely illustrated, from 
that constant friend of the library, Mrs. Fanny Mitchell; and a 
valuable and unique collection of 500 initial numbers of periodi- 
cals, dating from 1800 to 1904, from George H. Sargent. 

It has often been commented upon by strangers that this li- 
brary is especially favored in gifts—a statement easily verified - 
by comparison with the reports of other librarians, 

At last, after much painstaking, the file of the Atlantic 
Monthly is now complete—96 volumes. Thanks are due to those 
of our townspeople and to the strangers who have so freely 
helped. 

The large quantity of important material relating to the 
town, including manuscripts, records, pamphlets, circulars, 
posters, etc., has been brought together and put in a safe place, 
ready for the use of some future historian of Warner. 

In August the books from the two branch stations were re- 
turned to the library, and 600 others were sent out. In justice 
to the custodians and the readers at those stations, it should be 
said that the books had been well cared for, and came back in 
good condition after their two years’ absence. 

A report from these stations, and from the Children’s Branch 
Service, is appended.

CHILDREN’S BRANCH SERVICE. 
Owing to the small number of children in several districts 
and the consequent discontinuance or doubling up of schools, 
only twelve cabinets have been in use during the past year, and 
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during the winter term only eleven. In most of the districts 
outside the central village the cabinets have been kept in com- 
mission through the two long vacations. The teachers and the 
vacation custodians report much interest and much good to the 
children from the books and magazines used in the Friday book- 
hour and borrowed for home reading. The statistics of the year 
support these opinions, 

During the entire year, from the beginning of the winter va- 
cation in February, 1905, to the end of the winter term in Feb- 
ruary, 1906, besides the use of books and magazines at the Fri- 
day book-hour, and in various ways in connection with the reg- 
ular school work, 997 books and 238 magazines were loaned for 
home use—a total of 1235. 


MELVIN’S MILLS BRANCH STATION. 


During the past year, from February 1, 1905, to February 1, 
1906, 36 borrowers were served, and the number of books loaned 
was 285, of periodicals 150—a total of 435. . 


DAVISVILLE BRANCH STATION. 


During the past year, from February 1, 1905, to February 1, 
1906, 46 borrowers were served, and the number of books loaned 
was 396, of periodicals 118—a total of 514.
